Length of Service ; He/She should have on the 
‘Crucial date’ (as defined under Regulation 2(a) of the 
Central Sectt. Stenographers’ Service Grade ‘D’ (Competi¬ 
tive Examination Regulations, 1969) rendered not less than 
two years approved and continuous service in the Lower 
Division Grade or the Upper Division Grade of the Service 
concerned. 

NOTE 1 : The limit of two years of approved and con¬ 
tinuous service will also apply if the total reckonable service 
of a candidate is partly in the Lower Division Grade or 
the Upper Division Grade of the Cadre/Service concern¬ 
ed.

No candidate will, there¬ 
fore, have any claim for appontment as a Stenographers 1 
Grade ‘D’ on the basis of his performance in this examina¬ 
tion as a matter of right.
